AN ACT Relating to inproving availability of student guidance and
pl anni ng prograns; anmending RCW 28A 150.260 and 28A. 600.045; and
creating a new section.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature recognizes that there are
many challenges to children and famlies in achieving a high quality
basi ¢ educati on. Tinely access to information about educational and
social service resources is essential for children and parents to
evaluate and nake choices about educational opportunities. The
| egislature finds that well-devel oped school counseling prograns can
significantly increase academ c achi evenent, inprove building safety,
and reduce student dropout rates. The legislature further finds that
a conprehensi ve guidance and planning curriculumis now available to
all districts in the state. It is therefore the intent of the
| egislature that all mddle schools, junior high schools, and high
school s nust inplenment a conprehensive guidance and pl anning program
for all students.
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Sec. 2. RCW 28A. 150. 260 and 2006 c 263 s 322 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The basic education allocation for each annual average full-tine
equi val ent student shall be determned in accordance with the follow ng
pr ocedur es:

(1) The governor shall and the superintendent of public instruction
may recommend to the legislature a fornula based on a ratio of students
to staff for the distribution of a basic education allocation for each
annual average full-time equivalent student enrolled in a comon
school. The distribution fornula shall have the primary objective of
equal i zing educational opportunities and shall provide appropriate
recognition of the follow ng costs anong the various districts within
the state:

(a) Certificated instructional staff and their rel ated costs;

(b) Certificated adm nistrative staff and their related costs;

(c) Cassified staff and their related costs;

(d) Nonsal ary costs;

(e) Extraordinary costs, including school facilities, of renote and
necessary schools as judged by the superintendent of public
instruction, with recomendations from the school facilities citizen
advi sory panel under RCW 28A.525. 025, and small high school s, including
costs of additional certificated and classified staff; and

(f) The attendance of students pursuant to RCW 28A. 335.160 and
28A. 225. 250 who do not reside within the servicing school district.

(2)(a) This fornmula for distribution of basic education funds shal

be reviewed biennially by the superintendent and governor. The
recoomended fornula shall be subject to approval, anendnent or
rejection by the |egislature. The fornmula shall be for allocation

purposes only. Wiile the legislature intends that the allocations for
additional instructional staff be used to increase the ratio of such
staff to students, nothing in this section shall require districts to
reduce the nunber of adm nistrative staff bel ow existing |evels.

(b) The fornula adopted by the legislature shall reflect the
followng ratios at a mninm (i) Forty-nine certificated
instructional staff to one thousand annual average full-tine equival ent
students enrolled in grades kindergarten through three; (ii) forty-six
certificated instructional staff to one thousand annual average full -
time equivalent students in grades four through twelve; (iii) four
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certificated admnnistrative staff to one thousand annual average full -
time equivalent students in grades kindergarten through twelve; and
(iv) sixteen and sixty-seven one-hundredths cl assified personnel to one
t housand annual average full-tinme equivalent students enrolled in
grades ki ndergarten through twelve.

(c) In addition to the mninum ratios identified in (b) of this
subsection, certificated school counselors shall be included in the
formula according to the following ratios, phased in over four years:

(i) For the 2007-08 school year, two certificated school counselors
to one thousand annual average full-tinme equivalent students enrolled
in grades six through twelve;

(ii) For the 2008-09 school year, three certificated school
counselors to one thousand annual average full-tine equivalent students
enrolled in grades six through twelve;

(iii) For the 2009-10 school vyear, four certificated school
counselors to one thousand annual average full-tinme equivalent students
enrolled in grades six through twelve;

(iv) For the 2010-11 school year and thereafter, five certificated
school counselors to one thousand annual average full-tine equival ent
students enrolled in grades six through twelve.

(d) I'n the event the legislature rejects the distribution fornula
recommended by the governor, wthout adopting a new distribution
formula, the distribution fornmula for the previous school year shal
remain in effect: PROVI DED, That the distribution fornula devel oped
pursuant to this section shall be for state apportionnent and
equal i zati on purposes only and shall not be construed as mnandati ng
specific operational functions of |ocal school districts other than
those program requirenents identified in RCW 28A 150.220 and
28A. 150. 100. The enrollnment of any district shall be the annual
average nunber of full-tinme equivalent students and part tine students
as provided in RCW 28A. 150.350, enrolled on the first school day of
each nonth and shall exclude full-tinme equivalent students wth
disabilities recogni zed for the purposes of allocation of state funds
for progranms under RCW 28A. 155. 010 t hrough 28A. 155. 100. The definition
of full-time equivalent student shall be determned by rules of the
superintendent of public instruction: PROVI DED, That the definition
shall be included as part of the superintendent's biennial budget
request: PROVI DED, FURTHER, That any revision of the present
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definition shall not take effect wuntil approved by the house
appropriations conmttee and the senate ways and neans conmttee:
PROVI DED, FURTHER, That the office of financial managenent shall make
a nonthly review of the superintendent's reported full-tinme equival ent
students in the comon schools in conjunction with RCW43. 62. 050.

(3)(a) Certificated instructional staff shall include those persons
enpl oyed by a school district who are nonsupervi sory enpl oyees within
t he neani ng of RCW41.59.020(8): PROVIDED, That in exceptional cases,
peopl e of unusual conpetence but wthout certification nmay teach
students so long as a certificated person exercises (¢enera
super vi si on: PROVI DED, FURTHER, That the hiring of such classified
peopl e shall not occur during a labor dispute and such classified
people shall not be hired to replace certificated enployees during a
| abor di spute.

(b) Certificated adm nistrative staff shall include all those
persons who are chief executive officers, <chief admnistrative
of ficers, confidential enployees, supervisors, principals, or assistant
principals within the meani ng of RCW41.59. 020(4).

Sec. 3. RCW 28A.600.045 and 2006 c 117 s 2 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) ((Fhetegtstature—encourages)) Each mi ddl e school, junior high
school, and high school ((t+e)) shall inplenent a conprehensive gui dance
and planning program for all students. The purpose of the programis
to support students as they navigate their education and plan their
future; encourage an ongoing and personal relationship between each
student and an adult in the school; and involve parents in students'
educati onal decisions and pl ans.

(2) A conprehensive guidance and pl anning programis a programt hat
contains at |east the follow ng conponents:

(a) A curriculum intended to provide the skills and know edge
students need to select courses, explore options, plan for their
future, and take steps to inplenent their plans. The curricul um may
i nclude such topics as analysis of students' test results; diagnostic
assessnents of students' academc strengths and weaknesses; use of
assessnent results in devel oping students' short-term and |ong-term
pl ans; assessnents of student interests and aptitude; goal-setting
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skills; planning for high school course selection; independent |iving
skills; and postsecondary options and how to access them

(b) Regul ar neetings between each student and a teacher who serves
as an advi sor throughout the student's enroll nment at the school;

(c) Student-led conferences with the student's parents, guardi ans,
or famly nenbers and the student's advisor for the purpose of
denonstrating the student's acconplishnents; identifying weaknesses;
pl anni ng and sel ecting courses; and setting |long-termgoals; and

(d) Data collection that allows schools to nonitor students'
pr ogr ess.
